The bride of three months, 


believed to have been murdered, the 
police are now convinced, killed her- 
self, and those who had known her in- 
timately assert that the mysterious 
circumstances attending her taking 
off were In keeping with her char- 
acter. Her husband today is seeking 
to trace her antecedents. 
He has tele- 


phoned to doctors with whom Mrs. 
Culbertson had .been associated as a 
nurse, and to her personal friends, 
asking for information concerning her 
family. 


Mrs. Culbertson often spoke of a 


brother, a Doctor Overton, who, she 
said, resided in Texas. 
He has not 


yet been located, but his whereabouts 
the police expect to learn today. Chief 
'of Police Evans, after a conference 
-with Coroner Beckes this morning, 
declared that he is no longer seeking 
evidence that the woman was mur- 
dered. 


Other Woman Located. 


Coroner Beckes, when he learned 


that the woman suspected of implica- 
tion in the crime had been found in 
Chicago, said he was ready to proceed 


It will be resumed 
with the inquest, 
at once. 


That Mrs. Culbertson attempted on 


a previous occasion to take her life 
has been reported to the police. Be- 
fore her marriage to Culbertson she 
cut an artery in her left arm. Dr. H.

Mrs. Culbertson 
wrote the threatening missives to her- 
self.

ery. 


Free Raw Material. 


"The theory of the free raw- material 


doctrine," said Mr. Crumpacker, "is 
that it promotes the greatest develop- 
ment of industries and gives the great- 
est opportunities for the employment 
of capital and labor. Duties upon raw 
material are a handicap upon the 
American manufacturer'for the export 
trade. 
They operate to protect his 


competitor in the neutral markets by 
seriously increasing his cost of pro- 
duction. There is no great producing 
country In the world, except the Unit- 
ed Stales, that does not give its man- 
ufacturers the benefit of free raw ma- 
terials." 


Mr. Crumpacker made a lengthy 


argument in favor of free .hides, as- 
serting that the duty on hides has in- 
creased the cost of shoes for the wage 
earner, but has not created any de- 
mand for additional capital nor.ere 
ated employment for a single addi- 
tional laborer. He said the average 
farmer will derive more direct benefit 
in the decreased cost of boots, shoes, 
harness and other leather products 
than he now derives from the tariff 
on cattle hides. 


Mr. Crumpacker declared that many 


industries, if placed upon an equal 
footing .with foreign competitors with 
respect to materials, could well afford 
to pay the high scale of American 
wages and still become important fac- 
tors in th eopen markets. He pro- 
posed, as a means of expanding our 
trade with Soulh America, that raw 
materials from that continent be ad- 
mitted free to be made into finished 
products in the United States and sold 
back to the South American countries. 
He said that the drawback provision 
of the Payne bill will tend largely to 
increase export trade. 


Calls It Sham and Fraud. 


Attacking the "tariff for revenue' 


only" policy of the democratic party, 
Mr. Crumpacker declared that this

Reply to Eastern 


Criticisms. 


Indianapolis, March 26.—H. E. Bar 


nard, head of the state pure food and 
drug department, yesterday issued a 
statement defending the new sanitary 
law passed by the last general assem 
bly from attacks mace upon it by the 
Journal of Commerce of New York, 
The new law is declared by the New, 
York publication to be entirely too 
drastic, and the prediction is made 
that the statute will work mischief. 
The act is that which places further 
regulations on sanitary conditions in 
and around food manufacturing estab- 
lishments. Mr. Barnard declares that 
the manufacturers of Indiana are well 
satisfied with the new law. 


In passing this law the state of Indi- 


ana, according to Mr. Barnard, is tak- 
ing an advance step, and the indica- 
tions are that Indiana's example will 
be followed by many other 
states. 


Wholesale and retail food distributors 
and trade journals, after a perusal of 
the new act, have 
unqualifiedly in- 


dorsed it. It is looked upon as a stat- 


J ute. that not only protects the whole- 
saler, jobber, retailer and consumer 
of food products but furthers the in- 
terests of the manufacturer himself. 


"The manufacturing interests as 


know them—and I am pretty close to 
them in this state."—said Mr. Barnard 
'are heartily in favor of such legisla- 
tion a? this, first because they know- 
ana appreciate the fact that the con- 
sumer who goes to the grocery to buy

The Master 
Bakers' Association of Indiana went 
over the bill carefully in executive ses- 
sion before the measure became a law 
and indorsed e\'ery word of it. 
The 


bakers know such legislation as this 
will increase the trust 
of the con 


sumer in the bakers and thereby bring 
them more business. I 'take it that the 
Journal of Commerce states the facts 
when it says that 'no reputable man 
ufacturer will object to a reasonably 
exacting food law for the regulation 
of sanitary conditions in factories.' 


"The editor of this journal has evi 


dently not read the law. The law re- 
quires that food in process of manufac- 
ture, storage or distribution shall be 
securely protected from flies, dust and 
dirt. It is reasonable to suppose that 
every inspector working under the law 
will hold that goods in tin cans in a 
varehouse or in a freight car are rea- 
ionably protected, and under such con- 
ditions it is unnecessary that 
the 


truckmen, draymen and railroad com- 
panies comply with same conditions 
as to cleanliness that must be observed 
n the room where food stuffs are be- 
ing prepared. 


Manufacturers Are. Satisfied. 


"The law does not prohibit watch- 


men from sleeping on the premises. 
It says only that they shnll not sleep 
in the workroom where the food is pre- 
pared. We have yet to-hear from a 
single Indiana manufacturer who is 
not entirely satisfied with the new law. 
The New England Grocer and Trades- 
man recommends the act as one which 
should be passed by every state and in 
addition says such legislation tends to 
accomplish more for the best interest 
of the manufacturer 
anrt 
consumer 


than any other form of food legislation 
enacted aside from the federal law. 
The editor of the American Grocer 
says there is not a thing in the law 
which does not meet his approval and 
he has no objection tt> any measure 
that has for its object cleanliness and 
the sanitary production of food stuffs. 
The Inland Grocer, the Eli Grocer and 
the Grocery World, three other pub- 
lications, also indorse the.measure."

It was in the late afternoon. 
Two 


men (the unknown ol the two probably 
Luke himself) are journeying with 
painful steps and slow toward the lit- 
tle village of Emmaus. They are in 
deep converse; their faces are sad; 
they are arguing; they are quoting 
Scripture; they are recounting the in- 
cidents of the darkest tragedy in hu- 
man history—the judicial murder, at 
the hands of a mob. ot the most per- 
fect man the world has ever seen. 
They are recalling his various teach- 
ings, and now their hearts are broken 
because they feel that they have com- 
pletely misunderstood the man, mis- 
understood his message, misunder- 
stood the Old Testament, 
and thej 


stand before the world discredited; in 
fact, the world could rightfully cal 
them fools. 


As they speak about Jesus, unknown 


and unnoticed by them, there comes 
out of the evening air the figure of a 
man. 
-He keeps step silently with 


them'. They are still unconscious o 
his presence. He Is listening to wha 
they say, and. as they continue in 
their sorrowful discussion, a wonder 
ful look of pity and sympathy sweeps 
across the beautiful face of the stran- 
ger. By and by they become conscious 
that a man has joined them, and they 
begin to speak with him. 
He 
asks 


them a few tender, helpful questions. 
They make reply that they have been 
talking about the strange happenings 
at Jerusalem in the last three days. 
He does not seem to understand, and 
they explain that they mean Jesus and 
what has happened to him. And then 
he says in stern accents: 
"Oh, dark- 


minded men!" (He did not use the 
word "fool," as 
we use 
it 
In 
our 


modern speech.) "Oh, men that can- 
not perceive the truth! Oh, slow of 
heart, men dull on the spiritual side; 
do you not understand the plain teach- 
ings of the ancient Scriptures?" And 
beginning with that opening chapter 
in Genesis, where the 
seed 
of 
the 


woman Is proclaimed as the'avenging 
power that shall some dny bruise the 
serpent's head, and 
passing 
down 


through all the marvelous Imagery and 
ritualism of the story of the chosen 
people, probably quoting those magnifi- 
cent Messianic Psalms, where the 
Lord said, "Sit thou upon my right 
hand, until 1 make thine enemies thy 
footstool," pointing to that passage 
in Isaiah which described the suffer- 
ing Servant of the Most High; coming 
down to Malachi, where the messenger 
so suddenly appears in the 
temple, 


proclaiming that the Lord shall come 
swiftly, he unveils to these troubled 
minds the real meaning of all that 
God has said. 


Discerning Christ. 


They do not understand. They come 


at last to the little home; they ask 
the Interesting stranger to enter; he 
maUes as if he would go on; they con- 
strain him to come in. He takes his 
place with them at the evening meal, 
and then "takes bread and breaks it, 
and gives thanks"; 
and instantly, 


through that common act, there comes 
sweeping Into the consciousness of 
these two men the fact that this is 
Christ; and he yanishes out of their 
sight. Then they,remember that their 
hearts did burn within them while he 
talked with them by the way. They 
arise, leaving the meal unfinished, and 
hasten back the long miles to the city 
to proclaim to the astonished and de- 
lighted apostles that they, too, have 
seen the Lord. 


Now this very sweet and beautiful 


tory lias a modern meaning and appli- 
cation for us; and I would like, first 


f all, to point out how that It teaches 
us what spiritual illumination means. 


These. disciples became 
conscious, 


vhen Jesus spoke to them, of an ab- 
normal condition 
of mind, of the 


abysmal darkness in which they were 
ivlng, in the midst of which truth ap- 
peared as falsity, and fact evaporated 
nto fiction. "Oh, darkened of intel- 
lect and stupid and unbelieving of 
heart! You have all the facts, but you 


made them appear as somethin 


else. Your minds are warped, dwarfed 
and dwindled under the 
subtle 
In- 


fluence of some dire, deep-seated dis- 
ease. You are not natural: you can- 
not think on a high plane; you cau- 
not feel any response to a great, ex- 
alted appeal; you are not normal; you 
are wrapped in darkness, when God, 
who is light, has created you each to 
be as lights in the great darkness ot 
the physical universe." 


So, when the Lord draws near to a 


man and breathes upon his darkened 
life, the first result is that that man 
awakens to the consciousness that he 
is abnormal in his natural condition; 
that he cannot think the high thoughts 
of God for him; that all that is holy 
in the sanctuary of his spirit, designed 
for the indwelling of the Divine, has 
Become broken and unclean, and must 
be repaired before God can enter in.

new understanding of the Bible.

When 
the modern scientific mind began to 
adventure forth into the wider field of 
human activity, it was inevitable that 
the standards and methods by which 
scientific men reached the impregna- 
ble fortress of their results should be 
applied to the Word of God and to the 
institutions which are based upon its 
teachings; and when that new method, 
with its relentless logic, with its ab- 
solute faith.in facts, with Its indiffer- 
ence to sentiment, began to burrow 
its way into and through the Word of 
God, 
we had a brand-new method of 


interpretation. We call it the method 
of historical criticism. 
A scientific 


man takes the Bible just the same as 
he takes a leaf from the tree, a fish 
from the water, an insect from the 
ground. He places it under the micro- 
scope. 
He asks first: What Is this 


thing in itself? He asks second: What 
is the history that has made this to 
be the thing It is? He asks third: 
What are the 
relationships 
which 


characterize the larger life in this ob 
ject? And then, he asks: What, if this 
development continues along the line 
it has followed to the present time, is 
to be the 
result when the goal is 


reached ?

supply of stock ewes in the locality. 


As a general rule, if it is posstbl* 


to secure the foundation flock near 
home that would be preferred to buy- 
ng them at a distance. 


In selecting and buying ewes be very 


careful not to get disease. Watch for 
scab. 
They should always be dipped 


before leaving their old yards, and it 
possible dipped again on reaching the 
new home." Look for ewes that "show 
good breeding. 


Old ewes, such as are not desired by 


the butchers, can frequently be pur- 
chased at a very reasonable price, can. - 
be economically carried over the win- 
ter, and after lambing 'time in the 
spring they can be culled out and th« - 
poorest ones fattened and sold.
